Columbia Outsails Constitution in Triangular 


Race and Independence Follows Close 


With a Broken Mainmast. 


Bateman's Point, B. I., July 10,— 


The Columbia won today's race, the 
fourth of the series, beating the Con- 
stitution by a minute and a half at* 
the finish, but by something more in 
corrected time, ^ The feature of the 
day was the fine work of the Inde- 
pendence, which, after losing her top- 
<m!ast at the very start, sailed a mag- 
nificent stern chase with all her u/pper 
sadls gone and was only beaten by 
ten minutes at the finish. The day 
was the best that the yacfhts have 
had so far, a fine "breeze blowing from 
the northeast, whkh sent them over 
the triangular course of thirty mliles 
in a little over three hours. 
The 


new Herreshoff yacht wag nevex 
ahead, although getting within two 
minutes of the Columbia at the sec- 
ond mark. 
The Independence, after 


•a delay of nearly six minutes, 
in clearing away the wreckage, 
rounded (the first mark about as 
many m&nutes behind the Columbia. 


On the 'beat to the second wark, 


which the Columibia and Constitution 
were making by short tacks, the 
Lawson boat took several long boards 
so that s(he was right up with the 
leaders at the stakeboat, turning less 
than si3t minutes astern, and actually 
gaining, although 
sailing under 


three lower sails, while the other two 
carried club topsails. 
In fact she 


seemed to go fasten under this re- 
duced rig than with a greater spread.

WORKMEN'S PENSION BILL, 


The following are the chief points 


of the French workmen's superannu- 
ation bill, as explained in an address 
in the chamber by M. Guieysse: 


Ivery workman under 65 is to bs 


subjected to a deduction of one-half 
cent a day, if he is under 18 and his 
wages are below 40 cents a day, while 
above 18 the deduction will be 1 rtent 
a day for wages between 40 cents and 
$1, and 1% cents if he has higher 
wages, The employer will contribute 
an equal sum. 
The money will be 


paid into a national treasury, man- 
aged by * commission at the ministry 


of commerce. The money will then 
foe fcanded over to the oaisse des 
depots et consignations, which will 
invest it in government or local 
stocks, After the age of 55 any work- 
man can demand a pension, based on 
the payments made by himself am* 
the employer, but if prematurely dis- 
abled while under the age of 65, he 
can claim a pension, supplemented 
by a bonus from the state, if his pay- 
ments represent at least 2,000 days' 
work. If such pension does not reach 
$40 per year, the national treasury 
makes up the deficiency. The state 
contributes 75 per cent, to such de- 
ficits, the department 15 per cent, 
and the commune tthe rest. 
Em- 


ployers who have organized super- 
annuation pensions on their own ac- 
count are exempted from the opera- 
tion of the bill. Pensions up to $72 
are not liable to judicial seizure. 
Workmen who are 65 years of age at 
the time the bill comes into operation 
will receive a pension not exceeding 
$20 if they can prove that they have 
done thirty years' work, and for such 
pensions an annual credit of $3,000,- 
000 will be opened at the national 
treasury. Workmen under 65 will be 
similarly dealt with on reaching that 
age* 
M. Ouieysse Stated that the 


persons who would benefit by the bill 
would, aceoidiug to the best calcula- 
tions, number 8,300,000. The charge 
on the budget at the outset would be 
$1,400,000, and in the eighteenth 
year would leach a maximum ot $18,- 
000,000, after which it would de- 
ciease to $9,000,000.

HUNDREDS OF CONVERTS 8L4IN 


Reports of Outrage and Massacre of Christians 


in Korea are Fully Confirmed—French 


Repulse the Insurgents. 


Washington, July 18.—The report- 


ed uprising on the Island of Quel- 
part, off the Korean coast, and the 
killing of several hundred Christian 
converts, is confirmed in mail press 
advices reaching the Japanese lega- 
tion, which contain the report of th* 
captain of the Japanese mnr-of-war 
Senyen. The Senyen was at Chimul- 
co, Korea, when, the first word of ths 
uprising was received. She mado n 
rapid run to the island, arriving June 
2. 
Tha captain, reports that when 


'two Trench men-of-war httd -arrived 
at the Island they found tufl in- 
surgents iii a menacing attitude. At- 
tempts w*re' inhde to Und French 


marines. 
As the landing was op- 


posed tha French warships mida * 
demonstration and succeeded iiT land- 
ing their marines. The insurgents 
then were repulsed and two mission- 
aries held by them, were saved. After
